One dev- 
astating instance was witnessed in Sant Llorene, 
Mallorca, where 13 lives were tragically lost due 
to torrential rains. The unpredictability of these 
weather phenomena is highlighted by their lo- 
calized nature, impacting one area while sparing 
another. Spain's residents are now becoming all 
too familiar with the destructive power of these 
weather anomalies. 


The Climate Change Connection: 


While individual extreme weather events may 
occur sporadically, the increasing frequency and 
intensity of these phenomena paint a clear picture 
of an accelerating climate change crisis. José Mi- 
guel Vinhas, a physicist From the weather service

In certain areas of south- 
ern and eastern Spain, tropical nights have multi- 
plied Fivefold since 1980. 


The Mediterranean region, in particular, has be- 
come a hotspot for global warming, with the sea 
warming by 1.4 degrees Celsius in just 40 years. 


These changes in temperature dynamics have 
triggered alterations in the thermodynamics, in- 
tensifying the likelihood of extreme rainfall events 
in Spain. 

As the atmosphere heats up over the oceans, 
where storms form, the excess energy amplifies 
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their intensity, creating a surplus of moisture avail- 
able for precipitation. 


Heavy Rainfall 


One of the most feared consequences of climate 
change is heavy rainfall, which can transform 
streams into torrents and cause rapid and devas- 
tating floods. 

In Toledo, 20 liters per square meter fell in just 

20 minutes at the beginning of September 2019, 
equivalent to the amount of rainfall that typical- 
ly occurs throughout the entire month. In Daroca, 
Zaragoza, 43 liters per square meter fell in one 
hour, while Madrid experienced 32.5 liters per 
square meter. 


Faced with these episodes of torrential rain, we 
often feel powerless. "It is impossible to prevent 
floods because the land is often poorly developed," 
says Olcina, a professor of geographical analysis 
and head of the Climate Laboratory at the Univer- 
sity of Alicante. Areas designated as flood zones 

in Spain are being increasingly built upon with 
roads, houses, parking lots, and industrial facilities. 


Drainage systems are inadequately designed, and 


during heavy rainfall, depressions and dry areas 
suddenly transform into raging rivers. This has 
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been a well-known issue for decades. 


Alcanar serves as a prime example. Sixty percent 
of Catalonia's coast is developed within the First 
100 meters from the sea, primarily for tourism. 


Drought 


Unfortunately, heavy rainfall does not alleviate 
drought conditions. The renowned Massachusetts 
Institute of Technology (MIT) has analyzed vari- 
ous climate models for the Mediterranean region 
and consistently arrives at the same conclusion: 
precipitation in the Mediterranean region will de- 
crease by 40 percent during winter in the coming 
decades. Two probable consequences of climate 
change are at play here. 

One is the alteration of the atmospheric flow dy- 
namics in the upper atmosphere, and the other 

is the reduction of the temperature difference be- 
tween water and land. The regions most affected 
by drought will likely be northeastern Africa, in- 
cluding Morocco, as well as the western Mediter- 
ranean region and Turkey. 


Drought, wildfires, and changes in the sea are not 
the only concerns. The vulnerability of ecosystems 
is also a significant issue. The researchers From the 
Spanish Association of Geography (AGE) confirm 
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this development, noting that the irregularity of 
rainfall patterns is leading to more severe drought 
periods. 

This, in turn, affects agricultural production, the 
distribution of vegetation and fauna, especially in 
mountadinous areas, and the Frequency and inten- 
sity of wildfires in Spain. 

Livestock farming is declining, while uncontrolled 
growth of vegetation and shrubbery is increasing, 
creating a combustible cocktail, as demonstrat- 
ed by the massive Fire in the Sierra Bermeja near 
Mdlaga, where 10,000 hectares were destroyed in 
just six days. 


The consequences 


The consequences of climate change in Spain 

are becoming increasingly evident, with extreme 
weather events and environmental disruptions 
occurring more frequently and with greater in- 
tensity.
